Senor 
Cuellar looks like a plain business man, not 
even having the dark complexion common to 
his people.

in regard to his past Iliffe. In 1851 he was 
Minister of State in the Mexican Goverument, 
and from that became a member of the Mex- 
ican Congress. He was President of the Sen- 
ate for several years, and in 1873 came 
to this country for the,first time as a member 
of the well-remembered Claims Comimnis- 
sion. In 1&76he was President of the Mexican 
Commission at the Centennial, and in 1877 
came to this country to establish relations be- 
tween his own Government and _ that 
of the United = States. There was 
no Mexican Minister at Washington at that 
time,and there was some fear of hostilities be- 
tween the two countries. Ha succeeded in 
his mission, and in April., 1878, he was made 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States. It will be seen by. this 
that he has borne a prominent part in the re°* 
cent history of the Mexican Republic, and to 
him, no doubt, is due, ina large degree, the 
springing up of a better feeling between the 
nations. 
THE MINISTER WAS ASKED 

What he thought of the rélations now exist- 
ing between Mexico and the United States. 

**Oh, they were never so pleasant,’’ said he.

This Morning. 

Yesterfay there was a steady fall of snow 
that dismayed the stout-hearted sons of Erin 
who looked forward to active participation in 
to-day’s parade.

As the 
morning hours advanced the weather advanced 
in cheerfulness and brightness, and if .the 
streets had not been filled with snow, fast 
changing its pristine whiteness into the 
peculiarly colored slush and mud of the Fu- 
ture Great, the weather would have been all 
that could have been desired. The only im- 
pediment to the procession was the pedal one. 

Early this morning men and boys, adorned 
with green bows and ties, were out on the 
street. Here and there a solitary marshal, 
resplendent in his emerald sash, went canter- 
ing along “to the place of meeting. Green 
was the prevailing color everywhere. 
Even the little ragged urchins and street gam- 
ins had adorned themselves with bits of bunting 
sacred to St. Patrick. The stars and stripes 
fluttered bravely in the breeze from many of 
the stores, and alongside the emerald flag of 
Ireland, ornamented with the ‘‘Ilarp that 
once through Tara’s Halls,’’ waved in unison.

There is a long night in the history of the 
Emerald Isle, through which only filters a 
thin, nebulous shimmer of bardie legend.

LONDON, March 17.—The damage at Szege- 

din is estimated at about £1,500,000, 
SZEGEDIN. 

Szegedin is the capital of the county of 
Czongrad, and is situated on the right bank of 
the Theiss, nearly Opposite the mouth of its 
confluent, the Maros, which enters it a little 
to the north of the city. The highest portion of 


the city, which is itself a morass, is said to be. 


not more than 12 feet above the low-water 
level, and the only precaution the Government 
has thus far taken to save the city from an- 
nual inundations is by surrounding it with 
strong dikes.On the north of the city two dikes 
extend from the Theiss to the Alfold and 
Ffume Railroad, which§runs oorth and south, 
and is also built on a dike, forming the west- 
ern defense of the city. On the south 
are two similar dikes. On the east, and run- 
ning along the river side, is another dike, upon 
which runs the Temesvar Railroad, which 
crosses the Theiss north of its confluence with 
the Maros. On the other side of the Theiss, 
just below its junction with the Maros, is the 
suburb called New-Szegedin, which is 
likewise surrounded by dikes. Szege- 
din, its artificial defenses,  be- 
comes n, and when one of the dikess 
gives way the water rushes in with irresistible 
force and converts the city into a lake. The

suburb. By thus leading away a large por- 
tion of water and straightening the channel of 
the Theiss above Szegedin, it is said that in- 
undations could be absolutely prevented, but 
the project has not.yet been carried out. 

The loss to property, aside from the loss of 
life, it is feared will be immense, for Szeze- 
din is an important commercial and industrial 
city of the Austro-Hungarian Lun ones It 
contains a population of about 72,000, com- 
posed of Magyars, Wallachians, Slavonians, 
and Germans. There are also large fumbers 
of gypsies in and around Szegedin, but 
they contribute little to the prosperity of the 
place. The country about Szegedin is said to 
be the most fertile in Hungary, and has been 
called the corn store of Europe. Large quanti- 
ties of corn are raised there, and the vine is 
extensively cultivated. The products are 
taken to Szegedin, and thence 
down the river. There also 
a brisk trade in timber. 
The rivers abound with fish, and the swamps; 
with fowl and turtles. Szegedin has, besides 
New-Szegedin, five other suburbs on its side 
of the river, and as four of them are protect- 
ed by the same dikes, it is surmised that 
they, too, are submerged. Szegedin has 
six Roman Catholic churches and one non- 
union Greek church, and a large synagogue. 
The latter building is reported to have fallen. 
It has a gymnasium, high and elementary 
school, a Piarist college, established in 1720 
anda Franciscan convent, founded in 1468; 
also, an institution of the Sisters of Christian 
Charity, a public hospital and theater. 


Szegedin is ohne of the ancient cities of Hun- 
gary, and was a strong fortress in the days of 
the famous Mattheus Corvinus. In 1458 the 
Landtag was held there, and war declared 
against Emperer Frederick III. In 1551 the 
‘Turks captured the city and built a fort, which 
they held until 1668. In 1715 Szegedin 
was raised to the dignity of a royal city. From 
1831 until the revolution in 1848, the fort was 

used as a State Prison, where political offend- 

ers from the Lombard-Venetian Kingdom 
were confined. In 1848 Szegedin became the 
headquarters of the revolution- 
ary leaders, Perczel, Mor, and 
Damyanick, and the patriots from 
the surrounding country flocked to it. The 
following year it was the seat of the Hungarian 
Dict, and in the summer it was stormed un- 
successfully by the Austrians and Russians. A 
powder magazine belonging to the patriots 
was blown up and the defenders evacuated the 
city, which was taken possession of by the im- 
perialists.

To the Editor of the Post-Disvatch: 

The action of the Board of Health in regard 
to the emigrants (colored) now in St. Louis 
and to arrive, going west, is all very well, for 
this action had in view the sanitary condition 
of the emigrants themselves, and to protect 
the public health. ybut the proclamation of 
the Mayor, warningsemigrants not to come or 
yo through St. Louis, isa matterof surprise 
to cur citizens. It may be said that his proc- 
lamation was intended for colored emigrants 
only. This is no palliation or excuse for it. 
There is no pretense that these emigrants are 
criminally fleeing from justice, nor that they 
are paupers, exported from the Southern 
States. <Asfaras is known, these people are 
citizens, and removing from other States yol- 
untarily, as they had a right to do, and they 
have the constitutional right to come to Mis- 
souri, or pass’ threugh the State. 
The proclamation,” therefore, 1s not 
only in bad taste but uncalled for. If it was 
designed to prevent poor people from emi- 
crating who perchance might need assistance 
on their way, it makes it still worse. We 
have an Emigrant Relief Fund designed and 
provided for just such cases, and now isa fit 
time to use the fund as faras need be, to af- 
ford relief to these emigrants, i. e., to such as 
need relief. The signs of the times indicate 
that in the near future there will be a great 
number of emigrants of all classes and condi- 
tions from Europe and from Eastern and 
Southern States, having in view Missouri and 
other Western States for their future home. 
No doubt there will be poor, very poor pco- 
p'eamongthem. Thisis always the. case.

Bread a Quarter of a Dollar a Loaf and 
Two Thousand Men in Idleness. 
(From the Indianap lis News. | 

A News reporter met Mahlon B. Draper, 
who, a short time ago, was seized with the 
gold fever and went to Leadville, Colorado. 

**Back already?’’ the reporter inquired. 

**Well, yes; [know when I’ve got cnough. 
I was in Leadville one week only.’’ 

**Why did you come back so soon from that 
place of surprising prosperity?’’ 

**T went there with a view of locating, but 
soon saw there was no show. Merchandising 
was what I intended, groceries and every- 
thing of that sort. general stock,- but soon 
saw that nothing of that kind would 
pay—already overdéne. Dry goods busi- 
ness in the same fix—in fact, there seems 
to be nothing in anything only the vices. In 
the first piace, rents, even if you are lucky 


enough to geta room, are toohigh. There 
are 12,000 people in Leadville to-day, nearly 
all men, and at least 2,000 men are without 
work and without a dollar in their pockets.

‘*No. 248. Are you ready in that case 
said Chief Justice Carter late yesterday after- 
noon, as Le looked over the calendar of the 
Cireuit Court. The announcement made a 
little stir in the court-room, for the case called 
was the already famous suit of Mrs. Mary E. 
Oliver, better known the ‘*Widow’’ 
Oliver, against ex-Secretary Simon 
Camero), claiming $ 50,000 damages 
for alleged ‘breach of promise to 
marry. The counsel on both sides were ready, 
for in the witness rooin Mrs. Oliver had been 
sitting all day, with-a lady friend, waiting for 
her case to be called. Mr. Cameron had been 
on hand early in the morning, with his attor- 
neys and their counsel, Gen. Butler, but had 
gone away on the representation that the trial 
would not be begun yesterday. 

Although the injtiry of Judge Carter natu- 

ally led o the inference that the case would 
immediately come up. it proved to be differ- 
ent. LKight preceding cases were yet to be 
disposed of, and atthe time the feourt ad- 
journed nothing had been done with the suit. 
Tbe cases preceding it and not disposed of are 
entitled to precedence before this one, and it 
is expected that they will occupy the rest of 
this week. 

The widow’s history in connection with Si- 
mon is : ll-essential to.a fair understanding of 
the grounds on which the suit is said to be 
based. In the early part of 1865 she first visit- 
ed Washington from Georgia in search of a 
position under the Government, haying, as 
she supposed, a claim for the loss of her 
husLand in the war. Here 
she became acquainted with Mr. 
Cameron, Who had recently returned from the 
Russian mission. He had known her husband 
} rior to the war, and hence be took a great in- 
tcrestin her. Afteravisit to New Orleans, 
wlere Mr. Cameron is said to have visited and 
showed her marked attention, she returned to 
Washington on lis advice. He addressed a 
letter to Secretary Bristow, of which the fol- 
lowing is a copy: 

IIARKISBURG, September 25, 1875. 

DEAR MR. SECRETARY: The bearer, Mrs. 
Oliver, is the daughter of an officer of the 
Lnited States Navy in ante-war times, and 
the wifeof another officer of the navy who was 
killed or died on the other side during the re- 
bell:on. She has come to Washington in search 
of employment, with letters to me from friends 
of mine in New Orleans. I Knewher father. 
ard she is highly recommended as a good 
woman. She is poor, and thinks a letter 
from me to Col. Bristow will procure her em- 
ployment.If you think so it ‘will make her hap- 
py, and I have often found happiness in mak- 
ing others happy.

TAX -DODGING. 

The Post-DISPATCH is awakening the Gen- 
eral Assembly to the necessity of enacting 
some law to prevent tax-dodging. ‘To this 
end, Mr, Davis, of Saline, has prepared, and 
will introduce to-morrow, a bill substantially 
as follows: 

Sec.1 is the same as Sec.5 of the present law 
until you resch the sixth sub-division, 
which reads: The person listing the property 
shallenteratrue and correct statement of 
money deposited in any bank or other safe 
place, andastatement of the name of the 
bank or banks in which deposited. 

7. A detailed statement of solvent notes 
unsecured by mortgage or deed of trust, the 
naine of the maker or makers, the amount of 
each note separately, the rate of interest it 
bears, and when due. 

8. A detailed statement of all solvent notes 
secured, etc., with the hame of the maker, 
etc., as provided in the preceding sub-divis- 
ion. 

9. A detailed statement of all solvent bonds, 
whether State, county, town, city, township, 
incorporated or unincorporated companies, 
the date of each the rate of interest, 
when due. ' 

The tenth subdivision is the same as the 
present, except that there is added thereto 
this: ‘‘And if the Assessor shall fail or refuse 
to require the list to be made in accordance 
with this section, the County Court shall not 
allow such Assessor any. compensation for 
making the assessment for that year. And 
if any person shall fail or 
refuse to give ‘a true list of 
his or her property as required by this section, 
they shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and liable to indictment, and on conviction 
shall ke fined in any sum not less than $100, 
nor more than $1,000. The courts having 
criminal jurisdiction shall at the 
first term after the first day of January in 
each year give this section in charge to the 
crand jury, whose duty it shall be to examine 
such lists, with a view to inquiring into the 
correctness of such lists.

A Great Balance of Trade.

In 1874, when the heavy balance which was 
being rolled up against the United States in 
foreign trade year after year began to attract 
attention and cause alarm, Dr. Edward 
Young, then Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, 
made acalculation of the foreign debt of the 
United States. He took the adverse balances 
in trade, which had to be found somehow, and 
added- in the sums proper to account for 
freight money to foreign ships, interest,smug- 
gled goods, ete., and reached a footing of $1,- 
150,000,000 as our foreign debt in February, 
1874. He was probably not far out of the 
way. An estimate of this sort can at best, be 
onlya valuable indication ofthe truth. Dr. 
Young was then the man best fitted to make 
the calculation, and bis figures have been ac- 
cepted as tlfe truth.

~The balance against the United States in 
1872 was about $55,000,000, and the falling off 
in the importations since that time, which as 
above indicated are over $216,000,000, ac- 
counts for a pretty large portion of the ship 
loads of bonds and stocks which came back to 
us from foreign shores in 1878. It has been 
claimed that the falling off of imports has been 
a sign of the national poverty. An examina- 
tion of the figures does net bear out the asser- 
tfon.

The exportation for the calendar year of 
1878 was one of the marvels of modern com- 
meree. It was not only great in money value 
but it Was enormous in bulk, and it has given 
so much employment to shipping that the Ves- 
sels of every nation under the sun which has a 
ship big enough to sail across the sea and a 
crew Willing to sail it, has divplayed her flag 
in our ports and competed for 
the carrying trade of the country. It has al- 
ways been the wish of our British cousins that 
this happy land should confine its attention 
principally to raising corn, chopplog wood and 
the production of cotton, t.r and live stock. 
The obliging Americans have been capable of 
paving all the attention to agriculture whieh 
the most exacting Briton could really desire, 
and at the same time building and 
operating furnaces and factories enough to 
prevent aby danger of any such 
famine of manufactured goods in the various 
parts of the country as compelled our fore- 
fathers and mothers to dress in leather 
breeches and petticoats, eat from pewter 
lates and pay twenty cents a pound for nails. 
Che fact that the United States, while now 
manufacturing nearly all its own cloths, tools, 
paper, househo!d wares, etc., remains per- 
Miancutly an agricultural nation, is shown by 
the tables of exports. The following are the

This instructive table shows that the pro- 
ducts of the farms and poner: comprised 
79 per cent of the total exportation for 1878. 
Counting in petroleum, coal, ice and vegeta- 
ble and animal oils, the proportion is 8 per 
cent, leaving only 15 per cent for manufac- 
tured goods and specie. Could any English- 
man ask more than that in reason?” It ts 
surprising that the percentage remaiis 
so large. The average for twenty-five 
years is 74 per cent, as Senator Davis, of West 
Virginia, recently pointed out in his speech 
on agriculture in the United States Sonate, 
but while the agricultural percentage was 9 
in the year 1850 it ran down to 56 per cent In 
ist4, the last of the war, and was only 70 
as late as 1871. It has, however, risen sin’e 
then to 85 per cent, an indication of the amaz- 
ing fertility and exuberance of Americasoil. 

With reference to the countries to which the 
sales of 1878 were madethere is no exact infor- 
mation later than for the year ending June 30, 
1878, when the total exportation was $723,- 
0v0,000, The volume showing these facts, 
however, is just out, having béen printed and 
distributed within the last ten days. This 
book shows that England, Ireland and Scot- 
land continue to take more than half of the 
whole quantity of goods. exported by 
the United States. For the year 
ending June 30, 1878, they took $392,000,000 
worth, and what is more, the Scotch and Eng- 
lish vessels carried nearly all of it across the 
water, thus reaping the rich harvest of freight 
money arising from-the trade. ‘The’ British 
Possessions took 460,000,000 inall; France 
took $56,060,000; Germany, $54,000,000; Bel- 
gium, $22,000,000; the Netherlands, $13,- 
000,000; and Spain and ter colonies. 
$21.8L0,000. It would be difficult 
to footup the tonnage of this enormous ex- 
port for 1878. It could be done, but the task 
would be a great one. <A pretty close approx- 
imation would be to put it at 8,000,009 tons of 
goods. The United States can safely challenge 
any other empire in the world to make a simi- 
lar showing of tonnage supplied to the carry- 
ing trade of the high seas. England is the 
only nation which could make any comparison 
with usin this respect. She could haveshowna 
greater tonnage a few years ago, when she 
was sending over 1,000,000 tons of iron in the 
formof rails, burs, etc., tothe United States 
nlione; butit is doubtful whether the great 
commerce of that empire could now show an 
export of 8,000,000 tons of goods of uative 
product or manufacture. What a pity that 
only one tifth of this export trade took place 
in vessels flying the flagof the United States, 
and less than one-third. of the import trade.

he United States, which as yet had no exist- 
pnce. 

The whole era which the book covers is .an 
epoch of revolutions; the sohd ground of the old 
constitutions Was swaying beneath the feet of 

he actors inthe drama. <A veil was drawn 
harply between the ol&and the new, and new 
men, new politics and new dynasties came to 
the front in Europe. 

The ‘*Life of Stein’’ is essentially a German 
work. It has todo with Germany’s strugyle 
against revolutions, and is full of sudden 
lights thrown upon dark places in those 
mighty times. 

First, a gem of scenery from Stcin’s birth- 
place: 

The scenery of the river Lahn is very like 
that of the Rhine. Its banks are as lofty and 
as richly clotbed with wood, and the hills con- 
fine the stream as closely. The railway from 
Coblenz, after entering the valley, brings you 
first to the Baths of, Ems, so well Known to 
tourists, and since July, 1870, so well known 
to history. After Ems the most notable 
tion is Nassau. This is now a very quietcoun- 
try town, with a’ water-cure establishment, 
and besides that only one conspicuous build- 
ing. A handsome family mansion strikes 
the eye, built in the latter part of 
the seventeenth century, standing in tiie 
midst of outbuildings with a pleasant garde 
behind it and approached from the stre 
through a line of railings and a court a‘lorne 
with a few trees. On the,left hand of the ol 

. seventeenth century facade, as you enter, Is 2 
somewhat singular tower adjoining the house 
and rising a little above it. This is the house 
which the Minister Vom Stein inherited 

_in which he spent a good deal of his life. 
tower was built by him to cominem>rate 
War of Liberation. 

Note how the man was formed, how ineyvi- 
table necessity made him what he was. 

Here are the words in which Stein in his old 
age described his parents and the education 
they gave him: ‘‘l was born of. very honor- 
able parents, and educated in the country un- 
der the influence of their religious and truly 
German and knightly example; the ideas of 
piety, patriotism, the honor of my familv and 
of my order, the duty ef devoting my life to 
public ends and of acquiring by industry and 
exertion the qualifications necessary for that 
purpose, were deeply impressed on my young 
mind by their example and precept. 
My view of the world and of hu- 
man affairs 1 gathered as ai boy and 
youth in the solitude of a country life, from 
ancient aud modern’ history, and in par- 
ticular I was attracted‘by the incidents of the 
eventful English history. Though this view 
was undoubtedly onesided, unpractical, and 
leading to a certain unfairness in judging of 
what was near and real, still it removed me at 
the same time from what was vulgar and from 
a pitiful frittering away of time, and gave 
me the habit of observing a great 
strictness in the choice of my friends, of seck- 
ing them only among the better, nobler, real- 
ly worthy youths, and avoiding the dull, 
empty and silly. My parents intended me for 
a piace in the Imperiai Law Court, and it was 
to the attainment of the Knowledge necessary 
for this that inv education and iny academic 
course were directed. *’ 

A very curious aristrocratic custom is given 
now: 

The stiperiority of the future Minister to his 
brothers was easily perecived by an observait 
eye; and a curious incident occurred, also 
eharacteristié of an aristocratic famitiv.

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hot easily put up with 
the loss of his birthright, but the fortunate 
supplanicr showed both tact and tirmmess,and 
intheend the peace of the family was pre- 
served. 

Now the prophecy of a long-headed politi- 
cian, it is interesting to note how closely it 
judges of what was eoming:

cial, it will restore energy and courage, give a 
new charm to activity, and increase our 
pugnance to the abominable French nation.

I come back to Mainz to witness the surren- 
der of the town and the departure of the gar- 
rison. The expression of license, stolid 
insolence. immorality on the faces of the gar- 
rison as they marched out was insufferable, 
and there was notaface among them one 
could look at with comfoit. The town itself 
showed many outward signs of devastation.

The latter are generally ed- 
neated for definite vocations, and live in the 
discharge of them. The former are seldom 
educated forthe vocation intended for them 
by nature. that of mother and educator. We 
develop in them only the vague wish to please 
and instruct them in the material means of 
doing so, and their whole life is devoted to an 
empty struggle for universal admiration, which 
is never attained, and an observance of a mul- 
titude of aimless duties. Their whole system 
of ideas consists of incoherent fragments of 
opinions, usages and judgments of the great 
world, and everything concurs to estrange 
them from their one true vocation.

post, and vet cannotreaca this object of all my 
exertions Withouttirst becoming a Rosicrucian, 
Spiritualist or Adept, without arst becoming 
a hypocrite, a sneak, an Intriguer and a flat- 
terer, in a word Without deviating

Us- 
ually it expressed friendlivess and honesty, but 
When he wasina serious or positively angry 
mood it was capable of flashing in-a formida- 
ble manner.

Many years afterwards Schon wrote that 
Stein reminded him of Lord Grey, whom he 
found English writers speaking of "as a very 
noble person. He meant plainly to convey 
that the type was rapidly becoming obsolete. 
And it is true that Stein would perhaps find it 
hard to reconcile his ideas with the world such 
es it has now become. He says, himself, that 
in all bis a he assumes the Germans to 
be an agricultural people. The modern world 
of factories, railways and crowded streets 
would be strange to him. His home is 
in fields and woods. There he 
hives among a peasantry whom 
he knows individually, into whose cottages he 
goes freely. All alike enjoy the country sights 
and sounds which/surround them, and rather 
worrhip nature than try to subdue her. 
Meanwhile they pay court to him and he pro- 
tects and relieves them. ‘The splendid 
baronial alms-giving of Coppenberg wears 
now an old-fashioned appearance, not that it 
Was really behind the ave in Stein’s time, but 
that the patriarchal life ot old Germany has 
since been broken up. In this outward sense 
ull types vrow obsolete. But those 
who confounded Stein in the 
herd of German nobles mistook 
the man, and confounded the sterling coin 
with the cownterfeit. About him there was 
nothing of the age of Louis XLV. No courtier 
he, no child of privilege, insolently supplant- 
ing low-born merit, irreligiously coneceiting 
himself to be made of better clay than other 
men. “When he ealls himself Baron and 
Knight he avows himseif to be set apart by 
his birth to study the public good, to 
mind great affairs, to guide and protect 
bis humble neighbors, and most particularly 
against the tyranny of the court.

Being Wanted for the Alleged Embezzlement 
of Funds from the Mo. Pacific R. R. Co. 


On the 10th day of February last there 
flitted over the wires, from this city, the fol- 
lowing dispatch: 

George H. Heafford, agent Pennsylvania 
Railroad, 203 Washington street, Boston: 
Ten indictments found against you “inthe 

Criminal Court. Island Point would be a

Following this telegramwent an emissary in 
the shape of Deputy Marshal James Coff, with 
papers for the arrest of the gentleman whose 
name is mentioned in the above dispatch. 
Heafford is well known in St. 
Louis from the fact that he long held the 
important office of passenger agent here for 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad. The day that 
the indictment was found against Heafford 
Chester L. White, ex-auditor of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, was 

ALSO INDICTED. 

The two at the time these documents were 

found against them were non est 

comeatibus. Both had skipped the 
town together several months before. 

Like Longfellow’s Arabs, they had silently 

folded their tentsandstolenaway. Theirsud- 

den departure created quite a flutter of ex-

The Deputy Marshal arrived in New York, 
and on Friday morning last succeeded in get- 
ting on Heafford’s track, Upon close inquiry 
he found that Heafford had started back to St. 
Louis. Acting upon this information. Coff 
crossed from New York to the Jer- 
sey shore and sent a telegram to the Pitts- 
burg Chief of Police asking him to look out : 
for, and take into custody the ex-passenger 
agent. 

Soon after sending off this dispatch Coff was 
loitering in the Taylor,House in Jersey City, 
awaiting the departure of the train which was 
to take him West again, when who should 
walk into the hotel but the identical individual 
whom the marshal was in search of. 

The two men shook hands, Heafford re- 
marking that he knew what Coff was after, but 
that he had intended returning to St. Louis to 
face the musie without the aid of an officer. 
He further added that he was perfectly willing 
to accompany the Marshal, and even 
offered to put on the bracelets. The 


by Coff remarking that he believed Heafford 
was in earnest about going back to St. Louis, 
and that they. would travel as companions in- 
stead of Marshal and prisoner.

CRIMINAL SLANDER. 


A Stop Pat to the Hyde-Wakefield Case 
for the Present. 


Judge Cady Sustains the Demurrer and Sends 
the Case to the Court of Appeals. 


Ten o’clock this morning was the time set 
by Judge Cady for the delivering of his opin- 
ionin the Hyde-Wakefield and MecChesnay 
cases. Atthat hour none of the parties to 
the suit were on hand except the wide-awake 
Frank Bowman, who, as usual, put in an 
early appearance with a couple of ponderous 
legal documents under hia arm. 
Shortly afterwards McChesney put in an ap- 
pearance. Hyde’s absence was noticeable 
but Bowman was able to look after his in- 
terests. Accordingly Judge Cady rendered 
the following decision sustaining the demur- 
rer and sending this much talked of case to the 
Court of Appeals: 

The demurrer to this complaint raises the 
direct issue as to whether the common law of 
malicious slander is cognizable under our 
criminal code. The arguments on both sides 
of the question have been ingenious, able and 
exhaustive, and I have given them my most 
serious attention. I recognize fully fhe im- 
portance to the entire community. of the 
question raised. There is a  gen- 
eral belief under our 
system of government, where so great a lati- 
tude of free speech is given, the richt is 
frequently abused, and that pov reckless 
of social obligations, take the advantage of 
express prohibitory penal enactments to turn 
a liberty into a license. Now it does seem to 
me that there should be some law to punish 
slander when _ it is done with it 
malicious intention to injure the character and 
reputation of acitizen. Butl can not arrive 
at the definite conclusion that such an offense 
can be prosecuted under our criminal code. 
And having my doubts on the question, it is 
but right that I _ should 
demurrer. But in doing so I deem it proper 
to suggest to the Proseeuting Attorney that he 
tuke the opinion of the Court of Appeals on 
my ruling, prescribed in section 14, page 1,114, 
2d Wagner’s Statutes, and have a definitive 
adjudication, for the guidance and instruction 
of subordinate courts. The demurrer, there- 
fore, 1s sustained. ; 
THE STATUTE 
referred toreads: When uany indictment is 
quashed, or adjudged insufficient upon de- 
murrer,or when judgment thereon is arrested, 
the Court in which the proceedings were had, 
either from its own knowledge, = or 
from information given by 
the prosecuting attorney that there is a rea- 
sonable ground to believe that the defendant 
can be convicted of an offense, if properly 
charged, may cause the defendant to be com- 
mitied or recognized to answer a new indict- 
ment, or, if the prosecuting attorney prays an 
appeal to the Supreme Court (District Court) 
shall have been passed on the case to abide 
such adjudgment.
